Tire Mercantile Agency's last bulletin has this in* 
teresting paragraph : “An elemeut urged as ground 
for apprehension has been the extraordinary activ­ 
ity In railroad construction. Because it is claimed 
a similar condition preceded the financial panic of 
1873, it is argued that a like result may follow in 
1883. But the conditions sjmmnding these two 
periods are widely different. It is a suggestive fact 
that the railway construction of the present is being 
carried forward by capital mainly furnished by’ large 
individual railway operators and constructors, and 
that it does not represent money withdrawn from 
the usual channels of trade. There seems to be an 
especial absence of indebtedness resultiug from 
these extensions in the localitiia chiefly benefited.” 
It was General Stoueman, who, as Chairman o 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners, rep rte«l to 
the Legislature of California : “ The railroads of 
the State are in good order, and their management 
wise and economical and couducted with a view to 
public convenience. 
Some few complaints of 
inequality or unfairness of charges and lack of 
proper atteution to the public convenience, in the 
classification of goods, and the charges for freight, 
have reached us. These have in all cases been first 
referred U> the companies concerned for remedy or 
explanation, and in every instance, so far, the com. 
plaints have been responded to as promptly as if we 
possessed legal authority to command thcii answers 
or enforce redress.” 


Tub Oakland Vidette says : “ Let such men as the 
people have confidence in be chosen, and the Re­ 
publicans will carry the State beyond any doubt;

MISSTATEMENTS CORRECTED. 


A Democratic paper at San Francisco, 
owned by a disreputable mining shark, 
and conduct’d by bis hir* linge, tells a 
great many characteristic fa: ¿'hoods in an 
effort to prove that the (Vutral I'aeitic 
Kailroa l C 'Unpatiy nai not honorably ful- 
tilled its contracts with the (dovernxnent. 
It would scarcely be possible to correct all , 
the misstatements contained in the paper 
referred to, hut we will d*al v. :th the moat 
i-iipudeu* of them. The initial lie is to 
the effect that the means with which the 
road was built were “ ail supplied” by 
“ t ‘ )Dgrt3', the State aud car tai u counties 
“ of t ¿o S\%t 
The truth ia that w hen 
the Pacific Railroad Act of IS6- was passed, 
the credit cf the Federa! Government was 
so low that it was found impossible to 
raise any money upon the boLd* issued as 
a loan to the Pacific Railroad builders. 
And when the supplementary Act cf 1804 
was passed by Congress, the provision 
allowing the corporations to íesue first 
mortgage bonds, and making the Govern­ 
ment’s lien upon the roads a second mort­ 
gage, w as inserted because it was shown 
to be impossible to raise the necessary 
funds upon the Government bonds, and 
because the only way by w hich the money 
could be procured was by soliciting the 
aid of foreign capitalists. The Govern­ 
ment, and not the corporations, really had 
violated its contract. For it had pledged 
itself to loan them so many thousand dol­ 
lars per mile, and when its bonds were 
issued they were found to be worth less than 
fifty cents on the dollar. Some of these 
bonds, in fact, were sold a9 low as thirty- 
nine ceuts on the dollars, and because of 
the low condition of the Government credit 
in consequence of the rebellion it became 
necessary for Congress to grant the rail­ 
roads better terms, even to bring the con­ 
tract up to the basis of the original under­ 
standing. Had the credit of the Govern­ 
ment been at par there would have been 
no necessity for tho supplementary Act of 
1864 : but the faci; that its credit was not 
at par certainly was not the fault of the 
railroad companies, and to say that they 
violated their contract because they could 
not dispose of the Government bonds at 
their par value is simply ridiculous. 
The mendacious private organ to which 
we have reference says the corporations 
went to Congress and “ whined about the 
“ provision in the contract of 1802, w hich 
“ gave the Government a tirat mortgage 
“ on the road.” This is another lie. They 
did nothing of the kind. They merely 
showed Congress that it was impossible to 
raise money outside unless a first mortgage 
could be given as security for it ; and inas­ 
much as Congrees had not the credit to 
supply the funds itself, it saw the neces­ 
sity of stepping aside and enabling other 
arrangements to be made. The first con­ 
sideration at this time was to get the road 
built, and the Government and the people 
then held, and rightly, that this must be 
done no m atter what it cost. San Fran­ 
cisco, in 1859, was very much of this opin­ 
ion. She was then willing to lend $15,­ 
000,000 to whoever would build the road, 
although afterwards she refused to per­ 
form the contract she had made with the 
Central Pacific, and litigated it to the last 
moment, without a shadow of justification. 
When violations of contract are under dis­ 
cussion, San Francisco journals ought to 
be cautious about what they say, for their 
own city affords a conspicuous example of 
just such breaches of faith in this connec­ 
tion. Our mendacious contemporary next 
accuses the Central Pacific Company of 
“ swindling the Government and people of 
“ the United States out of about 830,000,- 
“ 000 worth of land.” This is another 
reckless falsehood. In the first place the 
whole of the land grant to the company 
was not worth the half of 850,000,000. 
In the second place the land, having been 
granted, belonged to the company, and 
since it w’as a grant, it was certainly not a 
swindle. The most enormous lies, how­ 
ever, are constantly told about this land 
and its value. About one.tenth of it has 
been sold, and probably eeven-tenths of the 
remaining portion is absolutely worthlees, 
an I always will be. The land grant has 
not netted the company $5,000,000 from 
first to last, and this shows how much 
truth there is in the stupid assertion we 
have noticed. 
The lying private organ of Hearst goes on 
to accuas the Central Pacific of not having 
fulfilled its contract with the State, and 
here it íb again guilty of shameless falsifi­ 
cation. The same assertion has on two 
recent occasions been made during the ses­ 
sion of the Legislature, and each time it 
has been the subject of investigation. 
Each time the committee having the mat­ 
ter in charge has been compelled to report 
that there was no truth whatever in the 
assertion ; that the company had kept its 
contract not only to the very letter, but 
beyond the exact terms of the covenant. 
No longer ago than the last session of the 
Legislature this old charge was revamped, 
and once more received its quietus at the 
hands of a committee. The fact is that 
every provision of all its contracts both 
with the General and State Governments 
has been most scrupulously fulfilled, and 
that though its enemies have repeatedly 
endeavored to find loopholes of attack in 
this direction, they have invariably been 
baffled. The shameless mendacity of the 
characterless sheet to which we have been 
giving attention has apparently no limit, 
however. 
It proceeds to assert a new 
charge, to the effect that “ there was al- 
“ ways an implied contract that the rates 
“ of transportation should be reasonable,” 
but that “ many of these charges have 
“ been, and still remain, by hook or by 
•• crook, above the highest rate specified in 
“ the General Transportation law of the 
“ State.” Here we have more wild and ut­ 
terly irresponsible misrepresentations. The 
truth is that the rates of freight and fare 
have never been anything like as high as 
the company waa legally entitled to make 
them ; that they have been lower in pro­ 
portion than those of nine-tenths of the 
Eastern roads ; that they have been steadi­ 
ly reduced from year to year; and that 
they are now and always have been en­ 
tirely “ reasonable.” 
Of course when an irresponsible scrib­ 
bler fences with such loose and mean­ 
ingless phrases as “ implied contracts,” 
be can make anything of them he chooses, 
since all he has to do is first to invent 
his supposititious “ implied contract,” and 
then to accuse the company of violating 
it. This Í9 all beside the point. We are 
not dealing with abstractions, but with 
realities. W e assert that the Central Pa­ 
cific Company has kept all its contracts 
with the Government, and that instead of 
having robbed anyone it has benefited the 
State and nation incalculably. 
Take in 
illustration the land question alone. In 
his work on the “ Commerce and Indus­ 
tr ie s of the Pacific Coast,” John S. Hit* 
tell states that “ a strip of land through 
“ the San Joaquin valley, of a width of 
“ twenty miles, on each side of the rail- 
“ road, aggregates 6,000,000 acres ; and it 
“ is estimated by reliable statisticians that 
11 these lands have increased in value to 
“ the extent of SSO.000,000, since they 
“ have been opened up by the railroad.” 
The same authority observes in another 
place: “ The area of fertile soil that has 
“ been granted to railroads, and that 
“ wonld have sold for an average of $5 an 
“ acre before the end of this century, 
“ without beiug made available for culti- 
“ vation by railroad communication, has 
has been too small to demand serious 
“ consideration, when counterbalanced by 
“ the immense benefits the land-grant 
“ roads have conferred, directly and indi- 
“ rectlv, upon the Pacific coast and adja­ 
c e n t Territories.” 
Considerations such 
as these are a sufficient answer to the 
malignant, false 
and foolish attacks 
which are now being made upon the rail­ 
road company by demagogue-s and their 


unscrupulous tools, for the purpose of 
lifting into office men whose personal 
deserts could not obtain for them the 
meanest position in the gift of the people. 


C E1 TING HOSE SEBIOU3. 
The Egyptian eituation is rapidly becom­ 
ing more serious. The fatal inaction of 
Eugland is giving Arabi the time he needs. 
Reinforcements are reaching him. He has 
apparently obtained command of Cairo. 
He is encouraging the massacre of Europe­ 
ans everywhere in the interior. He is pre­ 
paring for a holy war by working upon the 
bigotry of the Arabs. Meantime there are 
so few troops available that General Alison 
can only keep up a sort of outpost skir­ 
mish, and the Egyptians, seeing that the 
Euglish do not overwhelm them, of course 
acquire fresh courage. The water supply 
of Alexandria is aleo about to give out, and 
by all accounts it will be a fortnight before 
Sir Garnet Wolsely aud the slowly-coming 
army he ¡8 to command can arrive. Even 
then the force will probably be much too 
small.

E S riD G FORTH THE TRUTH. 
The Tehama Tocsin, without beiug suf­ 
ficiently informed on the subject, has seen tit 
on several occasions to criticse, with unwar­ 
ranted severity, J. S. Cone, one of the Rail­ 
road Commissioners of the State, and insinu­ 
ated that Mr. Cone had cajoled the people— 
in short, had not done his duly with integrity. 
Ii its issue cf the 14 >h inst., the Tocsin ad­ 
mits that it has made tbe^e attacks, and, be­ 
ing convinced of its error, retracts its 
s'atemenU. It says : “ Oar atteution has 
been particular ly directed to the revised freight 
tariff that took effect .1une 1, 1881, and the 
different reductions having been thoroughly 
explained and made clear to us, we now 
show to the people that, though Joseph S. 
Cone has been charged with acting with the 
railroad as against the people, we are led to be­ 
lieve that much of this feeling of dissatisfac­ 
tion and prejudice has arisen from Ignorance 
and want of investigation. We, therefore, ia 
order to establish and show that Mr. Cone 
has done some good to tho people of this val­ 
ley, aili give some figures as tr.keu from the 
revised freight tariff n »w before us : 
" In 1879 the rate per ton on wheat, corn, 
barley, etc., from Redding was §6 to San 
Francisco. In 1881 it was reduced to $4 80 
per tc-n, find if shipped by Benicia 40 cents 
per ton less, making a decrease of 26 07 per 
cmt. Take fl >nr, mills tuffs, cattle, sheep, 
hogs »n l wool, and the reduction will average 
betw een 25 aud 30 per cent. 
“ In 18711 the rate per ton from Red Bluff 
to San Francisco for wheat» etc., w’as $6. In 
1881 the revised taritf brought it down to 
§4 40, and if shipped by Benicia to $4, and 
the same proportion on all other stuff. This 
ia is a redaction of 33.33 par cent. 
“ In 1870 the rate per ton from Chico to 
San Francisco waa $5 35. In 1881 the re­ 
vised tariff reduced it to $4 10, and 40 cents 
por ton lcs>s if shipped by Benicia, which 
made a reduction of 30 81 par cent. 
“ The above is sufficient to show that the 
present Rsilroad Commission, though very 
much abused and maligned, has done some 
good to the farmers, merchants and shippers, 
by getting this reduction. We might go on 
and enumerate the reductions of this freight 
tariff clear to Barnal on the Southern Pacific. 
But suffice us to say that any unprejudiced 
person who will take tho trouble to procure 
for himself a copy of this revised tariff will 
find by a careful study of it that the redtic- 
tions on freight brought about by a ‘majori­ 
ty ’ of the Railroad Commission have been 
greater and more general than he was wont 
to give the Commission credit for. And in 
this connection it might be well to state the 
‘ minority ’ of this Commission, General 
Stoneman, would have nothing to do with it. 
We dare Ray that if the General (as his 
name suggested), had been Ruch a hard man 
to agree with, the present Railroad Commis­ 
sion would have accomplished more. Evi­ 
dence points to the fact that he has been an 
obstruction.” 
The Farmers' Journal, published at Mo­ 
desto, has also attacked Mr. Coxieaud sought 
to bolster up General Stoneman by trying to 
puli down Mr. Cone. It charged, for in­ 
stance, that Mr. Cone went into the Railroad 
Commission and caina out rich, while Gen­ 
eral Stoneman ia as pcor as at the commence­ 
ment of his term. It may be mentioned right 
here that on the good salary paid the Com­ 
missioners they should each have been able 
to have made a respectable saving, aud yet 
have lived well. Rtffrriog, however, to this 
matter, the Red Bluff People's Cause of the 
18th instant, published at the home cf Mr. 
Cone and speaking from the record, says : 
“ So far as Mr. Cone is concerned the in­ 
sinuation of bix having been bribed by the 
rrilroad corporación is a base falsehood. 
When Mr. Cone was elected Railroad Com­ 
missioner he paid taxes on $124,860, and war, 
and is still, one of the heaviest taxpayers in 
Tehama county. We believe him to be a 
man above the corrupting influence of money 
or corporate power, and his official acts as 
Railroad Commissioner will stand the scru­ 
tiny cf the most rigid and searching investi­ 
gation. He did for the people of northern 
California, and the State also, what no other 
man possibly could have done ; he secured a 
reduction of rates on wheat, wool, live stookv 
etc., that has been worth thousands of dollars 
t> the producers of those articles of export. 
We deem it nothing less than justice to Mr. 
Cone to make this defense of him as a sworn 
officer, a citizen and neighbor. Among those 
who know him socially and financially, 
such charges as were made by the Journal 
would fall harmless at their feet. But there 
are those who do not know Mr. Cone, and it 
is to those the truth is given, that they 
may not have their minds poisoned by such 
malicious falsehoods as were published in that 
Democratic sheet. 
Mr. Cone’s financial 
standing is beyond question, and his business 
qualifications are too well known to need 
commendation at our hands. While Mr. 
Cone ha3 been serving the State as Railroad 
Commissioner, for the salary allowed him by 
the Constitution of the State, General Stone­ 
man has been illegally drawing a salary as an 
Indian Commissioner and a retired army 
Colonel, which, added to his salary as Rail­ 
road Commissioner, gives him over $10,000 a 
year. If General Stoneman ia a poor mao, it 
Í3 not because he has not fed and fattened at 
the public crib for many years.

The Rrilixh tlrafn Trade. 
London, .July 24th.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
prcssi in its review of the British grain trade 
the pa*t week, pays: Wheat is stationary. 
Foreign breadstuff^ have shown an occasional 
decline of 6i@ ls. The scarcity of in size 
enables sellers to maintain extreme prices. 
Oats declined about 3d, and have a weaken­ 
ing tendency. The off coast cai^o trade is 
inactive, California showing a decline of fully 
1 shilling. There have been seventeen freBh 
arrivals and four sale?, eight withdrawn and 
fivQ remain, including California. Sales of 
English wheat during the week were 12,180 
quarters at4irt 2d per quarter, against 13,683 
quarters at 4Cx 10J per quarter for the corre­ 
sponding week of last year. 
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I n lte d State* Senate. 
W ashington, July 24th.— Allison present­ 
ed the c-jiifererctí report on the legislative 
appropriation bill, and explained that the only 
disagreement:! were upon the sixth stc'ioo, for 
the transfer of the records of the Surgeon- 
General’s office, and. the distribution of the 
rooms of the new War building. The Senate 
voted to insist upon it* disagreement, and 
ordered a tew conference. Allisor, Dawes 
and Davis of West Virginia were appointed. 
Morrill moved to consider the revenue 
bill. Agreed to. 
The pending r.mendmeut reduces the tobac­ 
co tax to eight cents a pound. 
The nmendment was voted down- -ayes 18, 
noes 30. 
A number of Democrats voted no. 
The vote was not strictly partisan, Cam- 
er *u of Pennsylvania, Kellogg and Mahone 
being the o d1>: Republicans voting aye. 
The Republican negative was strengthened 
by Bayard, Camden, Coke, George. Hamp­ 
ton, Harris, Jackson, Jones of Florida, 
M»xey, Pendleton, SauLbury, Sluter and 
Davis of Illinois. 
The question next recurred upon the com­ 
mittee amendment to the tobacco section, 
striking out the clause allowing a rebate to 
the amendment reduction on all stocks on 
hand at the time the law take* effect. 
Mahone moved to amend the amendment 
by insetting, in lieu of the provision pr¿ pc*ed 
to be stricken out, the following; “ Pro­ 
vided, that on all original and unbroken 
factory packages such articles as cigars and 
cigarettes, including smoking and manufact­ 
ured tobacco, held by manufacturers or deal 
ers at the time euch reduction shall go into 
effect, upon which the tax has been paid, 
there shall be allowed a drawback or rebate 
of the full amount of the reduction, pro­ 
vided the same shall not apply in any cate 
where a claim has not beeD ascertained or 
presented within thirty days following the 
date of reduction.” 
Al.Lon opposed the amendment. 
L ‘gan favored the rebate, inasmuch as the 
tax had been reduced. Ho had opposed a 
reduction, in the belief that dealers alone 
would ba benefited by it. He warned the 
Democratic side that every step step taken 
to reduce taxes upon tobacco, whisky and 
beer would have the effect of strengthening 
the tariff protectionist**, and they were play­ 
ing into the hands of their opponents on that 
issue. 
Vance asked what sources would supply 
the necessary revenue if all iuternal taxes 
were repealed. 
Logan said he thought the question would 
be made pertinent if the gentleman addressed 
it to himself, as he was one of those who 
favored taking the taxes off. 
Vance said he cculd answer for himself. 
He would lower the tariff to a point at which 
it will yield enough revenue to support the 
Government. 
L gan replied that the co-operation of the 
gentleman’s political associate* would be nec­ 
essary to the carrying out of his proposition, 
and in view of the disagreements in his party 
on the subject, it was very doubtful whether 
this could be secured. 
Being further interrogated upon the tariff 
by Morgan and Vance, Logan said the Dem­ 
ocrats, when in control of the House, made 
but ore attempt to reduce the internal taxes, 
and that was in favor of chills and fever. 
They lowered the duty on quinine, and the 
price of the article immediately increased. 
Morgan suggested a modification of the 
pending amendment, allowing the payment 
of the rebate to manufacturers in stamps at 
a reduced rate. Adopted. 
Mahone’s amendment was then agreed to— 
ayes 27. nocs 25. 
The fifth section, in relation to sugar du­ 
ties, was read, and Hale moved to strike out 
the requirement for a test of the saccharine 
strength of sugars by the polariscope. 
After remarks by Sherman iü opposition, 
the Senate, without disposing of the subject, 
adjourned. 
lionse of Representatives. 
'W a sh in g to n , July 24th. — Payson and 
Knott presented the views of.the minority of 
the Judiciary Committee upon the Northern 
Pacific land grant. 
After some discussion on a motion of Town­ 
send to have this minority report placed on 
the calendar, the Speaker decided that the 
views of the minority had no parliamentary 
status, aud ruled the motion out. 
Cox’s appeal was tabled by a vote of 97 
to 70. 
Bliss and Morse voted aye with the Repub­ 
licans, and Payson with the Democrats. 
The minority report was printed and laid 
on the table. 
The Speaker announced that the regular 
order was the bill to allow a drawback on for­ 
eign material used in connection with domes­ 
tic materials in the construction of steam and 
sail vessels for foreign account, and the pend­ 
ing amendment was Tucker’s, extending its 
provisions to the construction of vessels for 
domestic account. He ruled out Kelley's 
motion to recommit. 
A motion to reconsider the vote by which 
the yeas and nays were ordered upon Tuck­ 
er’s amendment was agreed to—92 to 78—and 
Kelley moved to recommit the bill, but it 
went over. 
Cannon of Illinois submitted the conference 
report on the legislative, judicial and execu­ 
tive appropriation bill.

As the bill originally passed the House, it 
appropriated $19 880,273.

W ashington, July 24th.—John A. Walsh 
testified in the star route case to-day that the 
loan of $54,000 made to Brady was in several 
installments. He paid A. C. Buell $1,000 by 
direction of Brady. Brady had a half interest 
in the Peterson draft. Witness believed J. J. 
Hines caused the annulhnent of witness’ con­ 
tract, and did not think Hines had really 
failed. He had secured $0,000 to $8,0C0 in 
remissions. 
Meniok then began the redirect examina 
tioD , and witness sa id he found upon reflec­ 
tio n that he had made two affidavits to se­ 
cure a rem issio n of his tines instead of one. 
They were upon the same subject, however. 
A dispute followed touching his right to do 
this.Merrick held that he assented to tho re­ 
quest as a matter of courtesy, but Ingsnoll 
demanded the privilege as a right. 
Witceaa continued, and said that the drafts 
given him by Brady wcre upon the Indianola 
and Corpus Christi route. They are each 
drafts for $1 250 drawn by Price, and were 
given witness by Brady in part payment of 
his indebtedness. 
Merrick inquired if Brady had offered with 
in the l&3t eighteen months to compromise 
his indebtedness, but objection was made by 
several of counsel for the dtfenee at once. 
Merxick explained that he expected to show 
that Brady had made such an offer in Janu­ 
ary last, and he thought it W’ould go to show 
an admirsion on Brady’s part of his indebted­ 
ness.The Court ruled the question out, saying a 
man Lad a right to bu? his place. 
In his objection Wilson said he knew all 
tho particulars of that matter, but the Court 
insisted that he must not throw his word into 
the case. 
Witness, resuming, said he had not made 
public the transactions at the interview, be­ 
cause he usually went to an attorney in such 
cases, and because Brady was then involved 
in a scandal. He thought if he kept quiet 
Brady might see fit to repay him after con­ 
sidering the fact that witness held the Kel­ 
logg drafts and other important papers. 
After another fatile attempt to introduce 
the Brady letter to Walsh, McSweeney was 
finally allowed to proceed, and he asked wit­ 
ness why he did not go aud call a policeman 
when Brady seized his $25,500 worth of notes, 
aud from the robber rend his prey. 
The question was ruled out, however, be­ 
cause it had been asked in subitance before, 
and Merrick was directed to take the witness 
by the Court, who said he would have no 
speech-making upon that occasion. 
Witness was asked to produce the “ Ginger 
letter” from Brady, but objection was made 
and sustained, because it had not been put in 
evidence. 
After recces, Merrick asked witness what 
disposition had been made of the iudietment 
feu ad against him, and he answered that he 
was tried ¿nd ac quitted. 
Another unsuccessful attempt was made by 
Merrick to introduce the Ginger letter, the 
Court holding that it was inadmissible as 
evidence at this stage of the trial. 
A letter from attorney Hive to Walsh was 
put in. 
It merely transmits the account 
up n which the attachment suit waa brought 
in New York. 
The object of its introduction waa ex­ 
plained, to show a discrepancy between the 
accounts in the two civil suits. 
Witce-w was a*ked by Merrick if he had 
ever been approached by S. W. Dorsey with 
the of ject of settling Brady's indebtedness. 
This question was ruled out. 
Postal drafts to the amount of $15,000, 
payable to Price, were presented to witness, 
who said $5,000 in commercial paper had been 
added, and of this total of $20,000 Brady had 
been credited with one-half. Kellogg had 
given him drafts with th9 understanding that 
Brady was to receive one-half of the proceeds. 
This answer was ruled out by the Court, 
and the stenographer directed to suppress it. 
Witness was then dismissed, after a notifi­ 
cation from the prosecution to consider him­ 
self as still under subpeaa.

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A Half s In Egypt. 
A lex an d ria, July 24th.—The R fl*?s and 
mounted infantry occupied Ramleh early this 
morning. They stationed one Gatling and 
one field gua at the bridge over the canal. 
The enemyV cavalry appeared and galloped 
boldly along the| roadway, at 300 yards 
range, but flsd upon a volley being fired. 
After a short time they appeared with two 
gucs, with which they opened fire ineffect­ 
ually upon tho British troops, who took to 
cover. By 9 o’clock the firing had ceased, 
but tbe enemy are expected to reappear with 
reinforcements. 
The electric light was established in the 
forts lest night. It illuminated the country 
outside the walls for many miles, sw eep in g 
round with striking effect. It did not, how­ 
ever, prevent Ar&bi’a cavalry from eeizÍD g 108 
bu locks intended for the British. 
Incendiarism continues. 
The Inspector of the Cadastra Railroad 
turvey has arrived from the interior. He re­ 
ports the total force ot the rebels as nearly 
100,000. He say3 that a volunteer cavalry 
regiment is forming to attack Alexandria. 
Tho Khedive only consented to proclaim 
Arabi a rebel under great diplomatic and 
military pressure.

LETTER FROM ARABI PASHA TO GLADSTONE. 
L ondon, July 24th.—Arabi Pasha wrote 
the following letter to Gladstone a f6w days 
before the bombardment, but Gladstone did 
not receive it until after the bombardment: 
“ The Koran commands us to resist if war 
is w*aged against us. Heneo England may 
re3t assured that the first gun she fires against 
Egypt will absolve Egyptians from all 
treaties, their control wiil cease, the prop­ 
erty of all Europeans will be confiscated, the 
canals destroyed, and “ Jchacl” will be 
preached in Syria, Arabia and India. The 
first blow with which England strikes Egypt 
will cause blood to flow through all Asia and 
Africa, the responsibility for which will be 
on the head of England. Egypt is still leady 
to be fast friend with England, and to keep 
her road to ludia, but she must keep within 
the limits of her jurisdiction. Finally, Eng­ 
land may rest assured that we are determined 
to die for our country.” 
TURKISH INTERVENTION PRACTICALLY SET­ 
TLED. 
L ondon, July 24th.—The Times says : 
The question of Turkish intervention ia prac­ 
tically decided by the fact th it an expe­ 
dition is about to b3 sent without denuding 
the district provinces of troops, and even re­ 
ducing tho garrison at Constantinople. Fif­ 
teen steamships have been accepted or are 
under 6urvcy as tran«i>orts. The authorities 
have decided not to send militia to garrison 
Malta or Gibraltar. 
SEMI-WITHDRAWAL ON THE PART OK FRANCE. 
P aris, July 24th.—De Freycinet, Presi­ 
dent of the Council, is conferring with a 
committee of the Senate on naval credit, and 
has decided that if the Powers directly inter­ 
ested in Egypt remained neutral in regard to 
the* intervention of the other Powers in 
Egypt, France would leave England to act 
alone, and would confine herself to the pro­ 
tection of the Suez Canal. The declaration 
seems due to the refusal of the Minister of 
War to undertake operations in Egypt unless 
he had a force of 40,000 men, which would 
require the calling of a portion of the reserve, 
and the Government has refused to sanction 
such action. 
FRENCH MARINES FOR SUEZ. 
P aris, July 24th.—It i» understood that 
the French Government will for the present 
only send 6,000 marines for the protection of 
the Suez Canal. 
REPORT OF THE AMERICAN ADMIRAL. 
W ashington, July 24th.—Rear Admiral 
Nicholson, commanding the European sta­ 
tion, makes a report to the Navy Depart­ 
ment upon the state of affairs at Alexandria, 
Egypt, under date of J uly 5th. He says : 
“ The riot on the llth of Juno was certainly 
accidental. It progressed for nearly two 
hours before becoming alarming. After that 
time, as the news spread among tho popu­ 
lace, it became fanatical, aud all foreigners 
met with on the streets were assaulted. 
Originally the dispute was between a Gretk 
or Maltese, and an Arab. The rioters w’ere 
augmented by Bedouins residing outside the 
wails, who rushed into town for plunder aud 
pillage. This the authorities stopped as soon 
as possib'e, by closing the city gatee. Since 
the dav of the riot a panic has existed arnorg 
the foreiz? ers, and their exodus has been very 
great. On the 1st instant I called au 
Governor Omar Pasha, and stated that as 
America was at peace with his country I did 
not consider it proper that American naval 
officers (in ordc-r to prevent insult or attack) 
should be obliged to visit the shore without 
their unifoim. and asked whether it would 
be safe for them to go there in their uni­ 
forms. He replied that he thought it 
safe, provided they came ashore in the day 
time, and did not visit the outskirts ; but to 
make sure of it he would detail au officer of 
his fcuard to accompany any cfficers from tl e 
fleet who might v.ish to land, which offer 1 
accfpted, and accordingly issued a special 
order for officers to visit Alexandria only be­ 
tween 10 A. M and 4 P. m , then only in uni­ 
form and in company with au officer cf the 
Egyptian army. The only Americans I can 
learn of at present in Egypt are two mission­ 
aries, two on board shin, and one man from 
New Orleans on board ship, Judge Forman, 
of the mixed Court ou shora at Alexandria ; 
C. Long, Acting Consul, and family, in the 
service of the Khedive on shore at Cairo ; 
Vice Consul-General Comonas. on shore at 
Cairo. The Consul-General of Sweden called 
on board to return thanks for cur offer of 
refuge, which tffer he will a.ail himself of in 
case of necessity, Sweden not having any 
vessels in port.” 
The Admiral states that he has given ref­ 
uge to all perr.r.ns of any nationality asking 
protection, whose country has not a vessel of 
war in port. 
Commander Batchelder, of the United 
States steamer Galena, says seven of his offi­ 
cers were on shore at the time of the riot, but 
all escaped without insult or serious molesta­ 
tion. Commander Batchelder, speaking of 
Arabi Pasha and his support, says : “ I find 
that the idea so persistently enforced by tbe 
English press, that only the military side 
with Arabi Pa*ha, is generally entertained 
here. I have it from persons in position,who 
have excellent opportunities of forming acor­ 
red estímete cf the situation, that nine- 
tentha of the native population of Alexandria 
and Cairo are heart and hand with him.” 
The Galena received on board all who claimed 
American citizenship—men, women and chil­ 
dren—to the number of fifty, and at the re­ 
quest of the acting Consular Agent, also re­ 
ceived on board certain Austrian and German 
subjects, who were without protection. The 
whole number on board is sixty, of whom 
only three are native-born Americans. 
Of tbe exodus. Commander Batchelder 
says : The number rf 
refugees becom­ 
ing so gTeat on board the Grima, the 
commander arranged with the master of 
an Italian vessel 
to 
receive 
them, 
paying therefor $25 per day. The cost of 
taking care of the refugees waa about 8170. 
But one absolute cs*e of destitution of a bona 
fide American family was found, and a con­ 
tribution waa made on board to provide funds 
t > take them to Liverpool, with a handsome 
balance in hand. The officers and men did 
everything in their p >wer to alleviate the suf­ 
ferings of these people, and the commander 
expresses his admiration of the cheerful man­ 
ner in which they sccrificed their own com­ 
fort at the nail of humanity. 
Commander Batchelder feels sure that he 
is acting in a spirit that will be approved by 
his country, in offering the panic-stricken ref­ 
ugees such protection as waa at his command. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
L ondon, July 24th.—Iu moving the vote 
of credit ia the House of Commons tc-day, 
Gladstone stated that the expedition would 
consist of 2,400 cavahy. 13 400 infantry, 
1 700 artillery and 3,700 garrison aitilery, 
and that the C3mm*:a iat reserve of 3,100 men 
would sail later on. He describ'd the state 
cf Egjpt, the lawles-neis c f ttn military and 
the riot and violence of the people. He arid 
tbe recjnt conduct of the Egyptian military 
leaders was opposed to the hist impulses cf 
humanity. There was not tbe smallest shrtd 
cf evidence to support the assertion that the 
m il.tar/ party was the ]»opular party. 
The Government had no desire to inter­ 
fere with ths legitimate authority of the 
Sultan. The Government had obtaiced the 


moral assent of Europe to the policy tbey 
were pursuing. There was a universal recog­ 
nition that a case had arisen wherein, in the 
nterests of humanity, force should be em­ 
ployed to supprrsa a dictatorship. France 
was ready to act with England to guarantee 
the freedom of the Suez Canal, but the Gov­ 
ernment had no reason to suppose that B be 
would go further. 
Gladstone consented to withdraw the mo­ 
tion for a vote of credit until to-morrow, in 
deference to Sir Stafford Northcote’s appeal 
for time to reply. 
Gladstone’s motion proposes that one-third 
be added to the income tax for the latter half 
•f the year. 
THE MILITARY SITUATION. 
A le x an d ria , July 24th.—To-day’s skir­ 
mish left both parties without any change in 
their position since last report, and both are 
engaged in intrenching. The English will 
permanently hold Ramleh hillock, and put 
heavy guns there. The Egyptians are work- 
iug desperately to intrench their side of the 
narrow pass between the lakes near Essidi. 
There ia au unconfirmed report here of 
a fanatical outbreak at Smyrna, in which 
many Christians have been massacred. 
DESERTING MULE CART DRIVERS. 
L ondon, July 24th.—The Daily News has 
the following from Alexandria : All the mule- 
cart drivers engaged by the commissariat de­ 
serted to Arabi. 
The Khedive believes that by a liberal 
payment the services of Bedouins might ba 
secured to insure the safety of the Suez Canal. 
DISTRIBUTION OF ARABl’S FORCES. 
A le x an d ria , July 24*h —The rebels are 
distributed as follows : One division outside 
of Cairo, two regiments in Cairo, two di­ 
visions at Katiir-el-Dwar, 3,000 infantry at 
Rosetta and 7,000 at Damietta. Each divi­ 
sion con9iets of four regiments of infantry of 
740 men each, one regiment of artillery of 700 
meu and thirty-six guns, 4,000 civilians taken 
from tbe necessary works on the Nile to con­ 
struct earthworks at Kaffir-el-Dwar. Arabi 
Pasha holds a battalion and battery and two 
squadrons in readiness to check any British 
advance. 
The Brilish have cut the Turkish telegraph 
wire to Stamboul. 
AIMED TOO HIGH. 
A le x an d ria , Jaly 24k.h.—The Egyptian 
projectiles burst too high to do any damage 
during the skirmish to-day. In consequence of 
this fact tho British escaped heavy loss. The 
Egyptians advanced boldly, but without 
judgment, as they might easily have captured 
all the mounted infantry. 
HORRIBLE BRUTALITY. 
A le x an d ria , July 24th.—An Italian ref­ 
ugee says he saw eighty-five European bodies 
lying in the streets of Taulah, and that their 
intestines were being flung at windows and 
about the streets. The Greeks’ throats were 
hacked with a penknife, and two European 
women jumped from a window and were 
killed, in order to escape massacre. Arabi 
Pasha put on a train to carry awa> the 
Christian survivors, and about 100 persons 
boarded it," No sooner were they seated than 
a determined attempt waa made to murder 
them, only beiog frustrated by a friendly na­ 
tive causing the train to start. 
THE FIRST MEETING.

F r e s n o , J uly 24th.—A little before 6 o’clock 
yesterday evening, the hoarse cry of fire star­ 
tled the cars cf the denizens of Fresno, and 
brought them to the streets.

ropolitan Hall, thus giving warning that lli9 
long-dreaded conflagration had come. 
In a 
few minutes M etropolitan H ill, V elguth’a 
store, and two small buildings south of the 
hall, were a reelhing mass of fire. 
The forks 
of flames, leaping up forty and fifty feet, 
were caught by the stiff bree7.3 that was blow* 
icg at the time, which carried them to Simp­ 
son’s residence and Hughes k Sc-n’e stable?, on 
the east side of J street. 
Th»n the woik of 
destruction proceeded with increased vigor. 
Horses were turned loose at the stable, and 
ran out on the plains, and the vehicles and 
most of the harness was saved. 
Still the 
flames swept on, wiping out the fine dwellings 
and houses on both sides of I street, clear 
through as far as Kern street. 
In the mean­ 
time the flames had gradually eaten their 
way north along the weaterlr line of I street, 
taking ia T apper’s hew « Hi *e, Mrs. Schu.-A- 
ler’s building and W yan’a Hotel, and then 
turning westerly down the north side of M ari­ 
posa street, soon swept everything away ex­ 
cept Einstein’s fire-proof store, on the corner 
of H and Mariposa streets. 
Then the fire 
again changed its cours?, sweeping southward 
down 11 street, carrying in turn the Palace 
Saloon and other small buildings aajoining, 
the Magnolia, French’s Hotel, Speer’s saloon, 
Faure’s barbershop, the Oglee Honse and 
Mooney’s Hotel. Simpson’s blacksmith shop, 
on the alley north of Hughes’ stable, was en­ 
veloped in fl imes at the same time with the 
surrounding buildings, and the combined tires 
made it very hot fcr the Jones boarding-house 
and the Republican and Expositor offices. 
The fences and woodsheds surrounding were 
destroyed, a sheu being burned within twenty 
feet of the boarding-house.

Helena Mountain. 
They seem to have 
migrated from the mountain wilds to the 
northward. 
A farmer living on the Duarte, near Los 
Angeles, brings to town apricots some of 
which will run three to the pound. 
The 
trees are five years old. 
He has sold his 
crop to a cannery, and the yield nets him 
.*■¿8.) to the acre. 
Camas 1’rairie (Idaho) crops are reported 
to be in splendid condition. 
The same is 
true with many fields in Genesee and Pot­ 
latch sections, and in some portions of the 
northern part of the county, while some 
spring-sown grain will be very light indeed. 
The sawmill at Jefferson, Marion connty, 
Or.-, owned by W . T. Rigdon and Mr.
